REPORT ON STATE MISSIONS. 

Our State Board of Missions is a committee composed of breth- 
ren from different sections of the State; chosen by the Baptists of 
the State met in convention, and is the servant of the .churches, sub- 
ject to their instruction and subservient to their will. This is an 
unpaid committee, appointed to oversee the co-operative effort of 
the churches of the.

We would co-operate with our sister churches through 
this committee (or board) to preach the Gospel to every creature 
in the State; and as we believe the word of God is the all-sufficient 
rule of faith and practice for Christians, we would unite with our 
brethren through this channel to induce the followers of Christ to walk 
in the revealed way of Divine Wisdom, rather than in the wisdom 
and traditions of men. This oneness of purpose and effort with 
Christ and with one another, we believe to be the will of God and the 
duty of His children.

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REPORT ON FOREIGN MISSIONS. 

We, your Committee on Foreign Missions, make the following 
report : God commissioned our Savior to come to earth as the 
great missionary from heaven. This first missionary gave his life 
for the salvation of man, and when he returned to the Father, He 
commissioned-his people to carry on the work. " Go ye into all the 
world and preach . the Gospel to every creature," was and is His 
earnest injunction. This command embraced all missionary work. 

Paul, the great missionary to the Gentiles, in obedience tc his 
Lord's command, spent his life traveling and writing. This impor- 
tant work during the dark ages had lapsed to a great extent. So 
much so, that nothing was being done to. break the bread of life to 
the heathen. Then it was that God called an humble Baptist shoe- 
maker to revive under this great commission. When in a meeting 
of Baptists he gave utterance to these impressions, he was admonished 
by an elder to take his seat, and informed that when God wanted the 
heathen converted, He would convert them. But the seed sown in 
Wm. Carey's heart were in good ground, and he lived to see many 
in India and Burma Converted to Christ and the modern mission 
cause put in motion which, under God, is destined to give Christ to 
the world. Brethren, our work is just begun. Two-thirds of the 
world have not yet heard of a Savior. 

The Southern Baptists are doing Foreign Mission work in China, 
Africa, Italy, Mexico, Brazil and Japan. The tables on pages 19 
and 20 will afford information on this work. 

Your Committee believe that this Scripture would be an appro- 
priate text to pi each a sermon on Foreign Missions, " Thou shalt 
love thy neighbor as thyself." By the aid of the steamship, railroad 
train, telegraph and cable lines, all the world is. fast becoming our 
neighbor. Under the guiding hand of our Father these agencies are 
being used for Christianization of the world. Will we, as Baptists, 
honor the cause of Christ, and emulate the worthy name of Carey, 
by doing our duty to ourselves, to God's cause, and to those who are 
perishing for want of the bread of life ? 

At the 1898 meeting of the Southern Baptist Convention, it was 

agreed to undertake to increase the work 25 per cent. We hope the 

Carey will agree to shoulder her share of this new responsibility.

REPORT ON MINISTERIAL EDUCATION.

The Divine hand was 
placed upon Moses that he should do a certain work; yet, the Lord 
kept him a dweller among the mountains of Midian forty years 
before he was allowed to begin it. No one questions the wisdom of 
a right preparation before engaging in any great undertaking.

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- u<t do hi? part by fitting himself in every way possible to honor 
the call. 

The preachers in this country, who began their work manv rears 

were pioneers, whose educational opportunities afforded noade- 
C 4 ;.Aie mean* of securing an education. They did a grand and noble 
work, which only such r-en could do. Those who are to enter upon 
the work in the new century, which is just dawning, will not be 
pioneers; nor will they preach to pioneers. They must be educated 
men preaching to educated people. No matter whether in city, vil- 
lage or country, unless they be educated, they will not be able to 
reach the ear of the people as God would have them. FoUow^j:

preachers of the future, preaching to educated people, nam** them-

These Institutes are of five or six days duration. The instructed 
is attempted by lectures. Bro. G. S. Anderson is our Superinten- 
dent of Institute Work, and delivers about ten lectures at each 
Institute on the law of discourse as applied in Sermon Structure. 
This is a new feature in Institute work, and has been very helpful to 
our preaches attending our meetings. Our brethren deliver lectures 
on other subjects. The Board attempts to use our strongest men- 
pastors in our work. The Board means to help our pastors and to do 
it with all our might, using the men we have in our employment, 
and also our wisest and best pastors as we can. Some have helped 
us, and some have ignored us. We still appeal to them for their aid. 
It is a fact that more than three-fourths of our pastors, who are in 
charge of our village and country churches, have been denied the 
benefits of special college and seminary training. The schools can- 
not reach them, nor can they reach the schools. They are among 
our best ministers. 

We have attempted to help our young men who could attend the 
schools. Why not attempt to aid these men on the field who are in 
the thick of the fight ? We think they should be aided, and quickly 
and earnestly. If it is done, we must go to them on the field ; this 
is what we are doing. Brethren, treat this work according to its 
importance— according to its real merit. That is all we ask. The 
Board is your servant to carry this work on, and we can do only what 
your contributions and endorsement make possible. We have had 
three men on the field, Brethren G. S. Anderson, G. A. Hornaday 
and F. C. David. Bro. Hornaday having recently resigned from the 
work. 

The Board asked the denomination for $3,000.00 with which to 
prosecute the work. Up to date we have received about $800.00, and 
have subscriptions for about $1,500.00. At the time of our great 
debt-paying campaign — God help and honor all the men of that cam- 
paign — some how our Board was left out, -while we were about 
$1,000.00 in debt. Now, brethren, you see the situation and under- 
stand the work which we are undertaking, and we hope you will not 
esteem our Board immodest, if it suggest thai special attention be 
given this work now for a time, so that with the other Boards we 
may come to the Convention out of debt.

REPORT ON ORPHANS' HOME. 

Our Orphans' Home at Evergreen has been in operation about 
six years. One hundred and fifteen boys and girls had been received 
at the Orphanage up to August, I899: and out of the home have 
gone fifty-five. These have been adopted into good families, where 
they are cared for. The boys are taught to do farm work, and the 
girls are taught to do all kinds of house-work. The crop that the 
boys were making this year was greatly namaged by a hail storm in 
June 

Mrs. Ansley, who has been Matron since the Home began, has 
resigned and Mrs. Hardy has succeeded her. The condition of the 
children has improved this year under the care of this good Christ- 
ian woman. The children are gathered together on each Lord's day 
to sing praises to God. 

During this year Bro. J. W. Stewart has had to buy provisions 
for these children (who are Baptist dependents) on a credit. We 
feel that every true Baptist ought to blush at this state of affairs, and 
determine in his heart that he will do his duty toward helping these 
little children, remembering that he is a pensioner on the bounty of 
God : and God says that it is more blessed to give than to receive : 
and that when we give to the poor we lend to the Lord. It takes 
about ten dollars per day to feed this family, besides clothing donated. 
They have no income except the offerings of their friends : therefore 
we recommend that the churches take a collection for the children, 
and pray for the managers.

CONSTITUTION. 



i. This Association shall meet annually as an advisory council, 
and shall be composed'of messengers chosen by the churches of this 
union, tnd all regularly ordained ministers of our faith and order 
within the bounds of the body. 

2. Each church shall be entitled to two messengers, irrespec- 
tive of numbers, and one for every additional fifty thereafter over 
fifty. 

3. The messengers and ministers thus convened shall be denom- 
inated the Carry Baptist Association. 

4. This Association shall have a Moderator and Clerk, who 
shall be chosen by the members present at each session, and shall be 
of the body, holding their offices until the next election. The Clerk 
shall also be Treasurer of the Association. 

5. The churches of this union shall express in their letters the 
names of their messengers and their postoffices, Sabbath of meeting, 
amount of contributions, number baptized, received by letter, restored 
to fellowship, dismissed, excommunicated and dead since the last 
session of this Association. 

6. No act of the Association shall be binding on the churches, 
but it shall be its duty to give advice in matters of difficulty and 
endeavor to preserve the union of the churches. 

7. If any churches desire to be admitted into this union they 
shall petition by letter and messengers, and upon examination, if 
found orthodox and orderly, shall be received by the Association. 

8. Any church may withdraw from this Association at discre- 
tion, or, on application, may obtain a letter of dismission. 

9. This Association shall use her own discretion as respects the 
cause of missions, leaving the churches and members to exercise 
their own opinion in such cases. 

10. If any church in this union shall become offended with a 
sister church in the point of faith or practice, it shall be the duty of 
the aggrieved cburch to endeavor to reclaim the church thus offend- 
ing, and if satisfaction cannot be obtained, the aggrieved church shall 
then call in the aid of one or two other churches to act with the first 
two assisting churches; and it shall be the duty of the churches thus 
called, to investigate and decide upon the matter of dealing and to 
report the same to the Association ; and if the said accused t hurch be 
guilty as charged, the Association shall withdraw from her. 

11. This Association may correspond with other Associations 
and Conventions of the same faith and order, and withdraw her cor- 
respondence at discretion. 

12. Amendments to this Constitution may be made by two- 
thirds of the members in session. 

13. This Association may have power to adjourn to any time 
and place she may deem most convenient.

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RULES OF DECORUM. 



1. This Association shall be opened and closed with praver. 

2. Call for Letters from churches and enroll the names of mes- 
sengers. 

3. Proceed to election of Moderator and Clerk. 

4. Call for Petitionary Letters from churches desiring admis- 
sion into this body. 

5. Appoint Committees on Preaching and Finance. 

6. Receive Correspondents. 

7. Duties of Moderator. — It shall be the duty of the Moder- 
ator to call the members to order before the Association ; to receive 
and submit all questions regularly moved, and announce the result; 
to enforce the observance of decorum in debate among the members, 
and in general to perform all the duties incumbent upon a presiding 
officer. 

8. Duties of Clerk. — It shall be the duty of the Clerk of the 
Association to keep a fair record of the proceedings; to notify com- 
mittee of their appointment; to preserve the papers belonging to 
the Association, and to attend to -the printing of the minutes, for 
which he shall receive a reasonable compensation. 

9. Duties of Members. — Members rising to speak shall 
address the Moderator. 2. Any member, in speaking, shall confine 
himself to the subject under consideration. 3. No member shall 
speak more than thrice on the same subject without permission from 
the Moderator. 4. No member will be permitted to indulge in 
talking or whispering, or any indecorus conduct, to the annoyance of 
the body in time of debate. 5. No member shall absent himself 
from the body without permission of the Moderator. 

10. These Rules may be altered by a majority of the members 
at a regular session of this body.

Art. 8. We believe that baptism and the Lord's Supper are 
ordinances of Jesus Christ, of perpetual obligation, and that none 
but true believers are fit subjects for the ordinances.
